Maternity  and  Child  Yfolfare 

Ante-natal  and  post-natal  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  Welfare 
Centre  on  St.  Mary's  and  at  the  Surgery,  Tresco.  Pull  use  is  now  being 
made  of  the  centres.  Dental  care  is  far  from  satisfactory,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  no  dental  services  are  available.  I  carry  out  extractions  at  the 
hospital  here,  but  I  do  no  conservatory  dentistry. 

Thirty-nine  cases  for  ante-natal  and  post-natal  care  attended.  The 
total  number  of  attendances  made  were  194* 

On  the  Infant  Welfare  register,  there  are  now  88  cases,  and  during  the 
year  1,639  attendances  were  made  of  children  between  one  and  five  years  of 
age.
